“The occupation of Pretoria passed off 
most satisfactorily and the British flag 
is now hoisted om top of the government 
offices. The troops met with a much more 
enthusiastic reception than I anticipated. 
The Third Battalion of the Grenadier 
Guards lined the square when the march 
past took place. Owing to their having 
been on duty at some distance around the 
town very few cavalry and infantry were 


able to take part in the ceremony.”’ 
It appears evident that the Baer com- 


mander-in-chief, Gen. Botha, with all his 
guns, withdrew in good order, probably 
rmiong the Delagoa Bay Rallroad, with the 
view of joining President Kruger. So the 
Transvaal forces remain practically intact 
with Presidents Kruger and Steyn and Gen. 
Botha and Secretary of State Reitz all safe 
and in a position to continue the directian 
of affairs. The more optimistic see in the 
fact that President Kruger’s wife and Gen. 
Botha’s wife were left at Pretoria an in- 
dication that the President does not count 
on a long resistance. In any case, it will 
probably take Lord Roberts at least a week 
toa organize a campaign of pursuit.
